REMARKS 

The Applicant notes Japanese Reference No. JP H5-63842, listed on the Information 
Disclosure Statement mailed on April 24, 2006 and the Addendum mailed on May 4, 2006, was 
not considered by the Examiner. The Examiner states in the official action mailed July 1 3, 2006 
that this reference was not supplied. The Applicant respectfully notes that a transmittal form, 
an Addendum to the April 24, 2006 Information Disclosure Statement, a copy of form 
PTO/SB08a, and the necessary twenty five (25) references were all mailed to the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office under a May 4, 2006 Certificate of Mailing date. Enclosed is a 
copy of the returned stamped postcard, from the United States Patent and Trademark Office, 
which confirms that all twenty five (25) references, including Japanese reference JP H5-63842, 
were in fact received by the United States Patent and Trademark Office on May 8, 2006. 
Notwithstanding this, the Applicant is enclosing a further copy of the Japanese reference JP H5- 
63842 and is again listing this reference on the accompanying supplemental form PTO/SB08a 
so that JP H5-63842 may be considered by the Examiner in this Request for Continued 
Examination. 

The drawings are amended to overcome various errors noted in the official action as 
well as other errors. All of the raised drawing objections are believed to be overcome by the 
requested drawing amendments, accompanying the attached Submission, without entering any 
new subject matter. New Replacement Sheets of formal drawings, accompany this 
Submission, and incorporate all of the requested drawing amendments. If any further 
amendment to the drawings is believed necessary, the Examiner is invited to contact the 
undersigned representative of the Applicant to discuss the same. 

This application is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons noted 
in the official action. The inadequate written description rejection is acknowledged and 
respectfully traversed in view of the following remarks. 

With regard to the specification, the Applicant notes that the cited errors found in the 
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specification are not found in either the original parent application, which has issued as United 
States Patent No. 6,067,082 on May, 23 2000, or in published United States Patent Application 
Publication No. US 2004-0085298. However, the Applicant has accessed the current 
specification scanned into the PAIR system and notes that the errors found by the Examiner 
only occur in the last five (5) or so lines of every page, and it is only the letter "e" that has been 
omitted. The Applicant therefor believes that the noted specification errors, in fact, occurred 
at the United States Patent and Trademark Office during the scanning process. In an effort to 
overcome the noted rejections regarding the specification, the Applicant is resubmitting a clean 
version of the originally filed specification which does not include the errors noted by the 
Examiner. Rescanning of this clean version of the originally filed specification should hopefully 
address the raised 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, rejection. 

The Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 21, 23-27 and 29-32 are 
allowed. 

New claims 33-38 are entered in this application and the Applicant respectfully requests 
favorable consideration of these new claims which are believed to be allowable for at least the 
same reasons that claims 21, 23-27 and 29-32 are allowable.

PURPOSE:To attain recording and 
reproduction of communication data efficiently 
by storing selectively information received from 
a communication opposite party, reproducing 
the stored information, editing selectively it and 
storing it and reproducing the information ■ 
edited selectively. CONSTITUTION The 
equipment is provided with a recording area 51 
storing information received from a 
communication opposite party, a recording 
touch sensor 33 commanding the storage of 
the information selectively into the recording 
area 51 , a reproduction touch sensor 34 
reproducing the information stored in the 
recording area 51 , and edit areas 52-57 
storing part of the information reproduced by 
the reproduction touch sensor 34. 
Furthermore, the equipment is provided with 
an edit touch sensor 35 giving a command of 
editing selectively the information reproduced 
by the reproduction touch sensor 34 and 
storing the result to the edit areas 52-57 and 
ah edit reproduction touch sensor 36 
reproducing the information stored in the edit 
areas 52-57. Thus, the storage means with 
less capacity is used efficiently. 
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
